During the past year the Postal. Treaty of 
Berne came into force almost throughout 
Enrope, and the London Office suggested to 


the various Colonies a revision. of their 


Continental rates vid Brindisi, The Italian 
Post Offlcs was willing to modify its transit 
tariff, if the Colonies would adopt o different 
system of ae up the mails, and would 
reduce their local charges, The matter was 
put clearly before the Exeoutive of this 
Colony, and, whilst the change was strongly 
recommended, it was plainly stated that the 
loss to this Department would be considerable.

tiis Excellency said the first, business to 
be tranaacted. was the second reading of the 
ordinanos to-.amend the law relating to 
Ohinesd passenger ships and thy conveyance 
of Chinese emigrants. He'had no doubt 
the draft ordinance had bien carefully read 
by the members of the Council, and he 
proposed, if it met their views, that. on this 
neoasion, after carefully reading and consi- 
deri:g the bill, they should suspend the 
Standing Orders, for the purpose of reading 
ita third time and passing it, He might 
state that his object’ in offering this 
suggestion was that, day by day, he found: 
there was greater necessity for sume such 
powers as the. bill conferred being located: 
in some one. Jt was the object of the bill 
to afford facilities for the carrying on 
legitimate business in ships properly quali- 
fied to carry passengers, and ‘on the other 
‘hand the bill conferred 
top any attempta to catty on coolie 
emigration in‘the way in which it had 
been carried on, He had'no great. desire | 
to possess the powers it was proposed in 
the’ bill he-should’ receive;-but-atthe same 
time he thought it was absolutely necessary 
that such’ powers should be invested in 
somebody, so that they might keep. their 
hands clear of a kind of emigration, of 
which they strongly disapproved. If the 
Council desired to have a formal third 
reading of the bill he had no objections to 
at course other than he had pointed out, 
‘They would observe that there was 5 
suspending clause.to the Bill. He moved 
the second reading of the Ordinance.
